Said to be Fleeing in the Direction o 


Delagoa Bay. 


London. May 31. — The Daily ilal 


publishes the following dispatch from 
the Earl of Rosslyn, who was a pris 
oner at Pretoria, but who, as a civilian 
appears to have been released: "Pre 
toria will be occupied in about two 
:ho«rs, without resistance. The presi- 
dent has gone to Watervalboven. Bur- 
gomaster De Souia id authorized to re- 
ceive the British. 
He, with an influ- 


ential committee of citizens, including 
Chief Justice Gregorowalci, has been 
appointed to preserve life and property 
during the interregnum.

Missionaries Safe. 


Tien Tsin, China,.May 31.—The res- 


cue party returned from Ching Hsiu 
Tsin rmtl confirmed the report that the 
besieged Beisiiins are now safe at Pe- 
king. They found several thousand 
Boxers about the ruins of Lu Kow 
Chin.o and Chang Hsin Tsin stations. 
The bridges have been damaged and 
the rolling stock destroyed. They fur- 
ther report that the missionaries and 
others escaped from Pao Ting in boats. 
Five Russian warships and two Rus- 
sian gunboats, one French warship, 
t'.vo British warships and one Italian 
warship have arrived here. They are 
all landing men. 


Heavy fighting has taken place be 


twcen the imperial troops and thi 
Boxera at Lai-Shn-H-Sen, but the re 
suit is not known here. Railway traf- 
fic at Peking has besn resumed. Th 
foreign settlement here is sufflcientlj 
protected by the American antl Jap- 
anese troops which have been landed 
Consequently excitement haa abated. 


Situation .Better. 


Peking, May 31. — The situation is 


somewhat better, the Chinese troops 
having occupied all disturbed locali- 
ties. The party rescued at Chang-Sin- 
Tien defended themselves from a house 
and fired on the Boxers, killing sev- 
ers;. When the troops of the reliev- 
ing party arrived the house was aban- 
doned and the soldiers looted and 
burned it. Two men and one woman 
are unaccounted for. It is feared they 
are in the hands of the Boxers. 


The gravest anxiety is now felt as to 


the probable behavior of the Chinese 
troops, most of whom sympathize with 
the * patriotic movement to drive out 
the foreigners who are regarded as 
gradually absorbing China,

thedral. 
As no work on tapestry is 
As no work 


considered complete without a descrip- 
tion of these new possessions, the story 
of their coming to St John the Divine 
is not without interest, says Harper's 
Weekly. The subject of the series is 
"Scenes From the Life of Christ." The 
"Visit of the Wise Men" and "The Res- 
urrection" are tho subjects of the tap- 
estries now hanging in the crypt, "The 
Last Supper" having recently been re- 
moved to make way for the altar. The 
remainder of the series is in storage to 
await the completion of the cathedral, 
for which they were bought at a cost 
of §75,000, and bequeathed to the au- 
thorities as a memorial by the late 
Mrs. Elizabeth TJ. Coles. 


As the completion'of the Cathedral 


of St. John the Di'/ine TV!!! net be wit- 
nessed by the present peneration, these 
famous tapestries are liable to be as in- 
accessible to tlie eye of the new as 
they were for half a century to that of 
the old world unless it please the au- 
thorities to replace those now in the 
crypt from time to time by the pieces 
in storage until tlie whole series has 
been exhibited. 
Excepting, perhaps, 


the tapestries commemorating the his- 
tory of Urban VIII, "Scenes From the 
Life of Christ" are the most impor- 
tant weaves extant that t-enr witness 
to the prosperity of the papal tapestry 
manufactory that nourished ftt Rome 
for 50 years under the patronage of 
Urban.

Chicago, May 31. — Chief of Police

Several detectives are working 
on the theory that the bullion was 
thrown out at lonely points along the 
route. This would presume the exist- 
ence of a large gang of confederates.
